houſes, oꝛ neere bnto them, by the ſpace of ſire weekes, as afozeſaid, 
It is alſo further by his Maieſtie thus pzoutded, That if any other (erceptbefoze excep- 
ted) ſhall haue neceſſary cauſe to reſoꝛt oꝛ come vnto the Court from any of the places befoze 
named, the ſame perſons ſhall not come within the vtter gates ofthe Court, vntill they haue 
tlirſt lent one of the Kings Maieſties Bozters at the Gates, and to him declared, vnto whom 
they haue neteſlary occaſion to repaire within che Court, And thereupon the ſaide Pozter 
thallcaule the parties to ſtay abzoad, without entring into any Houſe, Tent, oꝛ companie of 
any perſon, and ſhall certifie the od Stfewarv, the Tuo d huinveriutur, the Treaſourer, 
the Comptroller, the Secretary, the Uicechamberlaine,oz any other of his Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Countell, oꝛ ſome ot the pꝛintipall Officers ofthe Greenetloth it the matter ſhal appertaine 
to the Kings Maieſties Houchould accoꝛding to the qualitie ofthe matter, and ofthe perſons 
with whome the parties haue to doe in the Court: and bya warrant in waiting vnder the 
hands of any ofthe ſaid Loꝛds Counſellers, oꝛ Officers, oꝛ by ſignification from ſome pꝛin⸗ 
.. cipallperſon about them, certified to any of the Kings Maieſties Poꝛters, that the ſaid per- 
ſons ſhall oꝛ may come into the Court: then the ſaid Pozter ſhall permit and ſuffer them ſo 
to doe: otherwile the ſaid perſons ſhalbe commanded to returne without any longer abt- 
ding, vpon paine of his Maieſties grienous diſpleaſure, and ſenere puniſhment in the
